1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law  the 
general  municipal  revenue  of  the  District  shall  be 
raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the  us  • of  the  Corpo- 
ration from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

2 There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in 
each  year,  upon  all  the  real  and  personal  property 
mentioned  in  the  assessment  roll  for  the  time  being  in 
force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of  three- 
quarters  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  dollar  on  the  assessed 
value  thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  roll. 

in  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  in  each  year,  upon  all  the  wild 
lands  mentioned  in  the  assessment  roll  for  the  timo 
being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of 
live  cents  per  acre  on  the  number  of  acres  thereof,  as 
appears  by  the  said  roll. 

3.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  duo  and  payable  by 


tlio  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  sumo  to  the  * "I 
lector  of  the  Municipal  ('ounc.il  at  his  office  at  Hulls 
Prairie,  on  the  24th  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

4.  Every  person  using  any  < f the  trades,  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  business  particularly  ih-Hcnhed  in 
section  110  of  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,  and 
amending  Acts,  shall  take  out  a periodical  licence  for 
such  period  as  in  the  said  section  I It)  of  the  said  Act, 
and  amending  Acts,  is  sot  out,  paying  therefor  such  | 
periodical  sum  us  is  there  specified,  which  said  sums 
shall  respectively  he  paid  in  advance  to  and  for  the 
use  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of  Surrey 
and  their  successors. 

5.  No  person  shall  use,  practise,  carry  on,  or  exer- 
cise any  trade,  occupation,  profession  or  business  in  the 
said  Act  or  Acts  described  or  named,  without  having 
taken  out  and  had  granted  to  him,  her  or  them  a li- 
cence in  that  behalf  under  a penalty  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  §50  for  every  such  offence,  together  with  the 
amount  which  lie  should  have  paid  for  such  licence, 
which  said  amount  and  penalty  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  recovery,  he  held  to  b ; one  penalty.  The  licences 
to  be  granted  as  aforesaid  may  he  in  the  form  in 
Schedule  C to  the  said  Act,  and  the  same  are  to  be 
granted  so  ns  to  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June 
and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

(i.  The  road  tax  levied  by  virtue  of  the  Municipal- 
ities Act,  A. D.  1881,  and  amending  Acts  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  levied  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  and 
tnxes,  and  shall  form  part  of  the  general  municipal 
revenue. 

7.  Whenever  any  pecuniary  penalty  is  imposed  for 
any  offence  tlie  same  mav,  unless  otherwise  provided, 
be  recovered  by  way  of  summary  proceedings  before 
any  single  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  Municipality,  and  every 
such  penalty  may.  with  the  costs  of  conviction,  be  levied 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
offender,  and  in  case  such  goods  and  chattels  shall 
prove  insufficient  to  satisfy  such  penalty  and  costs, 
then  by  imprisonment  of  such  person  so  offending  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months. 

8.  In  the  construction  of  this  By-Law  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  person  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masculine  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shall  he 
applicable  to  several  persons  and  parties,  as  well  as 
one  person  or  party,  and  females  as  well  as  males,  and 
bodies  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  and  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  as  one  matter  or  tiling,  un- 
less it  be  otherwise  provided,  or  there  be  something  in 
the  subject  or  context  repugnant  to  such  construction. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  “ I he  Surrey  Revenue 
By-Law,  1888.”

A By- Larv  to  open  certain  roads. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  opening  of  certain  roads ; 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  District  of  Surrey  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law  the

DELTA  MUNICIPAL  POUND  BY-LAW, 


AT 7 HEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  a Municipal  Pound 
Vt  he  established  for  the  impounding  of  swine, 
goats,  horses,  sheep,  horned  and  other  cattle,  mules 
and  asses  found  at  large  or  grazing  upon  any  public 
highway  within  tlm  limits  of  the  Delta  Municipality, 
and  that  such  animals  be  declared  a nuisance  and  dis- 
posed of  as  such. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council- 
lors of  the  said  Corporation  of  Delta,  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  a Public  Pound  shall  he  established  by  the 
R eve  and  Council  for  the  impounding  of  swine, 
goats,  horses,  horned  and  other  cattle,  mules,  asses, 
and  sheep.  A Pound-keeper  shall  he,  from  time  to 
time,  appointed  by  the  Reeve  and  Council. 

2.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law 
all  swine,  goats,  horses,  sheep,  horned  or  other  cattle, 
mules,  and  asses  found  at  large  or  straying  in  any 
publie  highway  within  the  Corporation  of  Delta  limits 
shall  lie  deemed  a nuisance,  and  may  he  dealt  with  as 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

3.  All  animals  so  found  at  large  grazing  or  straying 
as  aforesaid  within  the  limits  of  the  Delta  Munici- 
pality, may  b;  taken  by  the  Pound-keeper,  or  his 
deputy  or  deputies,  who  shall  impound  the  same  in 
the  Municipal  Pound. 

4.  A hook  shall  be  kept,  in  which  shall  he  entered 
by  the  Pound-keeper  or  his  deputy,  with  all  due  speed, 
a true  and  faithful  record  of  the  number  of  the  ammals 
impounded,  where  they  were  found  at  1 irge  grazing  or 
straying,  also  of  the  date  of  their  receipt,  and  the  date 
and  manner  of  t h ■ • i r disposal,  and,  if  sold,  the  name, 
address,  and  addition  of  each  purchaser  thereof. 

5.  Ev  ry  animal  so  impounded  as  aforesaid,  shall  forth- 
with he  advertised  by  a notice,  in  writing,  posted  in  a 
c mspicuous  place  on  the  pound  gate,  and  also  at  the 
office  of  thi-  Clerk  of  t ho  said  Municipal  Council. 
Such  notice  shall  contain  a reasonable  description  of 
the  animal,  the  date  and  the  hour  of  tho  impounding 
thereof,  and  shall  specify  when  and  where  the  same  is !

such  other  place  or  time  as  the  said  Municipal  Coun- 
cil, by  notice  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Council, 
and  posted  on  a conspicuous  place  on  the  pound  gate 
for  the  space  of  ten  days,  shall  from  time  to  time 
previously  appoint : and  no  such  animal  shall  be  sold 
except  at  such  auction,  and  such  sale  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Poundkeeper  or  his  deputy,  or  such 
other  person  or  persons  as  the  said  Municipal  Council 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

11.  The  proceeds  of  every  such  sale  as  aforesaid 
shall  he  applied  as  follows  : — In  the  first  place,  as 
Municipal  Revenue,  in  or  towards  paying,  satisfying, 
and  discharging  the  fines,  charges,  rates,  sums,  and 
expenses  imposed  or  authorized  to  be  levied  or  col- 
lected under  this  By-Law,  and  the  balance  (if  any)  of 
such  proceeds  shall  he  carried  to  an  account  in  the 
hooks  of  the  said  Municipal  Council  for  the  use  of  the 
owner  of  such  animal,  subject  as  herein  mentioned. 

12.  If  the  money  to  arise  on  the  sale  of  any  animal 
as  aforesaid  shall  not  bo  sufficient  to  satisfy  tho 
amount  which  shall  have  been  chargeable  thereon 
and  the  amount  due  to  the  Corporation  in  respect  of 
the  impounding  and  feeding  of  such  animal  which 
shall  have  been  sold,  shall  he  deemed  a penalty,  and 
shall  he  recoverable  from  the  owner  of  the  said  animal.

BY-LAW  No.  57. 

Ward  Jit/- 1 mw  of  18S8. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  a 
By-Law  l>3  formed  to  divide  the  Municipality 
of  Maple  Ridge  into  wards  for  election  purposes. 

Therefore  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Maple  Ridge 
Municipality  enact  as  follows  : — 

That  the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  he  divided 
into  five  wards  for  future  elections.  The  boundary  of 
wards  to  be  as  follows  : — - 

Ward  No.  1 — Starting  from  the  south-east  corner  of 
the  Municipality;  thence  north  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  Municipality;  thence  west  to  the  east  boundary 
line  of  Township  42;  thence,  south  to  the  Fraser  River; 
thence  following  the  banks  of  the  Fraser  River  to  the 
starting  point. 

Ward  No.  2 — Starting  from  the  south-east  corner  of 
Section  No.  24,  due  north  to  the  north  boundary  of 
Municipality ; thence  west  to  the  north-west  corner  of 


A BY-LAW 

To  amend  the.  Surrey  lliyhway  Jiy-Taw,  No.  GO,  1888. 

\ \7HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  and  extend 
VV  the  provisions  of  the  “Surrey  Highway  By- 
Law,  No.  50,  1S88.” 

Be  it  enacted,  therefore,  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  tho  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey, — 

That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law, 
and  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  in  force,  a public 
highway  shall  be  established,  twenty  feet  wide,  on 
each  side  of  the  following  described  lines,  that  is  to 
say  : — 

1.  From  the  point  where  the  north  and  south  lino, 
on  east  side  of  Lot  99,  Group  2,  New  Westminster 
District,  intersects  the  south  bank  of  the  Fraser  River ; 
thence  following  the  said  north  and  south  line  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  the  said  Lot  99  ; thence  west  to 
the  south-west  corner  of  said  Lot  99  ; thence  north 
along  the  west  line  of  said  Lot  99  to  the  Fraser  River. 

2.  Section  4 of  the  “Highway  By-Law,  1887,”  is 
hereby  cancelled  and  the  roadway  re-opened. 

3.  The  “Surrey  Highway  By-Law,  No.  50,”  is 
hereby  incorporated  with,  and  shall  he  read  with,  and 
construed  to  form  part  of,  this  By-Law. 

Thi3  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  tho 
“ Surrey  Highway  By-Law,  No.  50,  Amendment  By- 
Law,  No.  51.”
